Ine it.ds alleged that the gallant soldlers “dew 
a bead! on them” and fired, exch man hitting 
his mank—the thighs of the inoffensive pedes- 
trlans, o1'¢ of whom was too seriously wounded to 
take to flight, as did his noble companions, 
The man who was worst Auit lay on the range 
writhing in agony unttt some of his coantrymen, 
who happencd to pass by.the scene of the out- 
tage soon aft twards, xsiisted to carry him inte 
the Yau-ma-tt police atatlon, where it was 
found that he had sustained severe Injorles 
to the left thigh and groie, He was' promptly 
removed. to the Civil Hospital where he

‘Under the title of “ The Naval Battle of Goose 
Neck and the Destrucilon of the Foreign Fleet,” 
& sSeven-metered doggerc! plactrd bas been 
recently {ssued, presumably by the d/teradl of 
Hupeh, anené the Sungpa eplaode, and bas also 
been found in Luanchou, in the province of 
Aphol, Atthe head of the placard there is an 
ilustration of Chang Chib-tang, Viceroy of 
Hokuang, swordio hand, standing on the prow of 
bis boat, protected by four fong-handled swords 
s (the holders of which aro Invisible), 
defiance toa gunboat, the port-holes’ 
of which are full of cannon, and on the deck of 

which are several persons (loreigners) carryio 

atrings of casAandsycee. The fliguoder whic! 
these forelgners fight ts a black one with « long 
whito stripe in the middle, emblematic of piracy, 
while the ozen carrylng the copper and silver 
are meant to represent’ that- they were jest 
returning from the seck of Sungpu, when they 
were pounced upon by Chang Chih-tong, leading 
his myriads of land troops’ and bis large navy, 
and annihilated at Goose Neck—a place on the 
Yangtze river. The lovaders are sald to be sub- 
jects of Ta-yiog-kuo, the Kingdom of the “Great 
Shades," or pechaps of the “ Great Negation,” 
But posgibly this {s meant as a plsy on, 
the’ word generslly used to represent. the 
Kingdom of Great Britain. The doggerel 
below goes on toshow that the king of Ta-yiog- 
kvo arrived: one day in the Yangtze, and the 
report of his guos causéd trembling and fear {n 
the bosoms. of the people. Arrived at Hopeh, 
however, the foreign king is confronted by nine 
hundred gunboats and a large army collected by 
the mandarins of the province, and at Goose 
Neck the foreigners are utterly defeated, The 


foreign ships fice back, to their native land, and 


the king writes a letter tothe Emperor. at Peking 
complaining of the treatment {an Hupeb. Bribes 
andasilver are freelyused and piled mountainshigh 
totempt the cupldity of Prince Kung, or the Sixth 
Prince, whose sympathy is forther strengthened 
by being made'aconorcion by marrtage with 
the foreign king. The Emperor receives the 
forelgn ‘king's Teter through the. medium of 
Prince Kung, and is arouse! to wrath, because 
the letter says that the subjects of the forelgn 
King, while trading at Sungpu, bad been killed 
by the people and the large amounts of sliver 
brought to trade with the people of Hupeh had 
been forcibly taken fromthem. Not only this, 
but Chang Chib-tung or “¢ hang the Personal 
Mover” and the Mach@og magistrate had brought 
a large army to Scngpu and killed a large num- 
ber of the forelgn king's subjects, and blawn thelr 
shipstoatoms, When the Emperor had read these 
charges, he wasangry beyond measure. “Ah! 
daring dog af a mandasin !" cries His Majeaty, 
and Prince Kang taking advantsge of the 
Emperor's wrath asks that Chang Chih-tung and 
the Machéng magistrate be punished. His 
Majesiy orders Chang up te Peking to confront 
the foreign ambasasdor, but when the former has 
explained to the “Emperor the reason of his 
attacking the forelgners and destroying thelr 
ships, on the ground that they came to procisim 
thelr viclous rites amongst the people, ioviting 
them to rebellion, outraging the virgins, dancing 
thelr unseemly orgies, and finally killing large 
numbers of bis Majesty's subjects, so that the 
complaints against the foreigners were numbered 
by tens of thousands, his Majesty was extremely 
angry with the foreign kiog, “Oh, ye audacious 
ocean piratest” cied be, “your. ambassador 
should by sights be quartered by meana of the 
grass-cutter!" But at tke intercession of Prince 
Kung, the ambassador was pardoned and ban- 
ished to a far-off-country, — : ;
